The dramatic surprise sprung by 


the French yesterday in attacking 
the Germans northeast of Verdun 
and penetrating Fort Douamont has 
been successfully 
followed up by 


General Nlvelle's forces. The Ger- 
mans have now been driven from all 
but a small angle in the northeastern 
corner of the fort, this afternoon's 
•bulletin from Paris claims. .- 
Furious counter 
attacks 
have 


been made by the Germans in efforts 
to regain the trenches 
along 
the 
mile and a quarter front, extending 
from east of Fort Douaumont to the 
Thiaumont farm, captured in yester- 
day's assault. The only success of 
the Germans, according to 
Paris, 


however, was the recapture of a po- 
sition to the north of the Thiaumont 
farm. 
On the other side of the Meuse 


the battle has lost nothing in the in- 
tensity which has characterized it 
for the last day or two, but no 
ground has changed hands as a re- 
sult, the French official 
statement 
asserts. Gas and flame attacks were 
made by the Germans near Hill 304, 
one of the dominating heights 
in 


this region, but they were driven at 
once from the only French trench 
which they succeeded in penetrating. 
The latest official bulletins on the 


fighting 
along the 
Austro-Italian 


front indicate that the Austrians are 
continuing to gain ground in their 
drive In the southern Tyrol. 
The 
current 
Austrian 
report 


claims important successes on the 
Lavarone plateau, east of the Astico 
valley. 
The official statement from 
Rome, while recording the repulse of 
attacks in other sectors, is silent as 
to the result of the fighting in the 
Lavarone zone.

Columbus, May 23.—The way (or 
prosecution of more than fifty anon 
cases by the state flre marshal, was 
opened • by ruling 
of the 
supreme 
court today, that confessions of in- 
cendiarism may be presented by flre 
marthals In eaMB, though the evi- 
dence Is considered not sufficient to 
•upport charges. 
The ruling was made in the ease 


of Elisabeth Maranda of Akron. The 
defendant was accused of arson and 
flre marshals conducting the Investi- 
gation, presented an alleged confes- 
sion. The defendant was acquitted 
by the trial judge, who held that 
the evidence was not sufflicettt to 
permit introduction of the confes- 
sion. The prosecuting attorney ap- 
pealed the .case. 
Pending the su- 
preme court ruling more than fifty 
similar cases had arisen. 
The flre 
marshal will act in these cases in 
accordance to the ruling. 
By affirming the appellate co'urt 
the supreme court today remanded 
the case of Alfred Schlegel against 
the Erie railroad to Summit county 
courts for re-trial. 
The suit concerns the 
death of 


William D. Parker, of Akron, 
a 


freight conductor, who, the petition 
alleges, was killed by a passenger 
train. Schlegel filed suit as admin- 
istrator asking ? 2 5,000 damages. 
The common pleas court dismissed 
the action on the ground that as the 
company was an interstate railroad, 
the court had no jurisdiction. The 
appellate court reversed the lower 
court.

Keeping Up Soil Fertility. 


The 
farms 
of Europe produce 


crops of the great grain staples that 
in yield per acre greatly exceed ours. 
Our farmers have had too much the 
feeling that you could go on indefi- 
nitely taking away 
from 
the 
soil 


without putting anything back. 
In 


the virgin soils of the Middle West. 
it has often been said that the land 
needs no fertilization. 


The Illinois Farmer in a recent 


editorial admitted that even in the 
bounteous soils of that state, more 
has been taken out than has been re- 
stored. 
The editor attributes the 


unsatisfactory acreage production of 
staples to failure to keep up fertil- 
ity. 


Agriculture in the United States 


has been a form of mining. 
The 


crop derives its elements of nutri- 
tion from the soil. When those ele- 
ments pass into the ear of corn and 
grain of wheat, they are taken from 
the earth. 
It seems incredible that 


anything that may 
come through 


rain, irrigation, floods, the air, or 
the under soil, can supply the place 
of what has been abstracted. If not, 
then soil exhaustion in any locality 
is a mere question of time.

The hall was often used by those 
who wished to practice debate, reci- 
tation, or a play of some kind.

The stereopttcon 
and motion picture machines 
were 


placed in order when needed for 
meetings.

No account is made ot tue 
large number of men and boys who 
have been directed to places of em- 
ployment without reported success 
Without more clerical help, it would 
be impossible to keep record ot all 
the phone calls answered and infor- 
mation of all kinds given and di- 
rectories, maps, encyclopedias and 
magazines consulted for special in- 
formation. 
The Denison 
students 


made this their 
headquarters and 
their Student Association tickets are 
honored for social privileges. Ath- 
letic teams of the colleges made it 
their stopping place when 
passjng 


through the city, and visiting High 
school teams made it 
their

center, 
Religious Work. 
It is not the purpose of the asso- 


ciation to put a label on everything 
that it does, nor is it the practice 
to attach a religious motive to all 
its acts 
Yet, the Scripture passage, 


"He who would be greatest among 
you. let him be the servant of all, 
expresses well the ideals of the as- 
sociation. 
The association is 
the 


arm of the church, with its

French Army Helmets. 


There are sixty-four distinct opera- 


tions necessary in turning out one of 
the plain steel helmets worn by French 
soldiers. The first step is stamping 
out disks from large sheets of steel. A 
special machine is used for this pur- 
pose, exerting a pressure of 1550 tons 
and capable of cutting out 5,000 steel 
disks a day. Each disk Is placed un- 
der a shaping machine, which presses 
the disk into the form of a helmet with 
a broad rim. Polishing and cutting 
machines remove all irregularities In 
the helmet, after which it has holes 
punched in the- crown, son e for ven- 
tilation purposes, others for fastening 
on the regimental crest. Each helmet 
is cleaned and dipped in a special mix- 
ture which makes it a dull, inconspic- 
uous bluish-gray. A lining and leath- 
er chin straps are then fastened on, 
and the helmet is complete.—Pearson's.

The Wesley oak, according to the At- 


lanta (Ga.) Journal, stands on St. Si- 
mon's Island, less than a mile from 
Fort Frederica. It is 200 feet high, 
and its cool shade rests like a bene- 
diction over an area of several acres. 
According to local tradition, this tree 
marks the exact spot on which the 
Wesleys preached. Charles Wesley en- 
gaged himself to Oglethorpe as private 
secretary before leaving England. But 
he afterward took orders and devoted 
much of his time to preaching near 
Frederica. From time to time John 
Wesley came down from Savannah to 
join him. This famous oak stands at 
the gateway to the churchyard of 
Christ church, and seveinl generations 
sleep within the inclosure that It 
guards. Mosses hang down from its 
limbs, and it is solemn and beautiful.
